The capacity

use the machine for freezing ice tbisyear 
but only for regulating the temperature 
in his large cellars and store rooms, of 
which there arc six, requiring about ten 
thousand feet of two and one halt inch 
steel pipe, through which the arnonia gas 
is forced under low pressure, producing 
the cold air. 
The temperature can be re­ 
duced to any point from temperate to 2b 
degrees, which is three below freezing. 
The arnonia gas is produced by forcing 
the arnonia through the stand-pipe con­ 
denser and main pipes to the distributer 
in the cellars under a high pressure of 
from one hundred and fifty to one him 
dred and seventy pounds to the square 
inch. 
The engine furnishing the power 
for all this vast network of pipes, etc., is 
about one hundred horse power and 
weighs complete as it sets on its founda­ 
tion about twelve tons. 
For charging the 
engine ready to commence work it will 
require about one thousand pounds of 
liquid anhydras arnonia. 
This will last 
almost an indefinite period, only requir­ 
ing a small amount to be added once in 
two or three years. 
The amount of water 
required will be about one bundled bar­ 
rel» per day
